United and immediate action to p ro- , 
tect all nations from anarchists and to 
rid all governments of their attacks 
Should t*e taken as the direct result of 
the recent bomb throwing in Madrid is 
the belief of Dr. Walker Kemp ster of 
Milwaukee, who thinks the adop tion of 
some p ractical p lan to root out an­ 
archy In the United States and In Eu­ 
rop ean countries is one of the most 
urgent needs of the p resent time, says 
a sp ecial disp atch from Milwaukee to 
the 
Louis I’ost-Dlsp atch. Dr. Kemp - 
ster has given much thought to the 
subject, and be has a p lan which he be­ 
lieves wcmld p rove entirely p racticable 
and effective. 
According to this p lan, the secretary 
of state of the United States should 
immediately demand the ap p ointment 
of a commissioner to meet with com­ 
missioners to be ap p ointed by other 
nations, such as England, France and 
Germany. The co-op eration of all na­ 
tions whose safety is threatened by the 
p resence of anarchists should be asked, 
and at a meeting of the international 
commission step s should be taken for 
the p urchase of an island to which all 
anarchists from all nations should be 
banished. This island, Dr. Kemp ster 
believes, should be located in a healthy, 
p leasant location, with conditions fa­ 
vorable to the sup p ort of human life. 
An international guard 
should 
be 
maintained to 
see that the anarchists 
thus banished do not escap e, do not 
send out any of their anarchistic ideas 
to the outside world and do not receive 
help from the outside. 
The p lan is substantially the same as 
the one which the Wisconsin eoin- 
mandery of the Loyal l^egion, at the 
suggestion of Dr. Kemp ster, recom­ 
mended for adop tion at the time of 
President 
McKinley’s 
assassination. 
Although nothing was said p ublicly 
about the p lau, it was submitted to 
other commanderies of the Loyal Le­ 
gion, and almost without excep tion 
they indorsed it aud sent p etitions to 
congress asking that the necessary ac­ 
tion for the calling of such an Interna­ 
tional commission be taken. The p lan 
was submitted to Senator Sp ooner and 
is said to have received his ap p roval 
"This fiendish outbreak in Madrid 
ought to be taken by p eop le the world 
over as a call to action,” says Dr 
Kemp ster. ’’When President McKinley 
was assassinated resolutions by the hun­ 
dreds were p assed. Every one p assed 
resolutions against the anarchists, and 
feeling was at fever heat. Within two 
weeks after his death the whole thing 
was forgotten. At that time I suggest­ 
ed the p lan of having an international 
island, to which anarchists should be 
banished, to our Loyal Legion. Other 
members agreed with me that the p lan 
was entirely feasible and would p rove 
8 p ractical solution of the p roblem con 
fronting us. We sent the p lan to other 
commanderies, and a large number of 
them joined us in sending a p etition to 
congress, submitting the p lan and ask­ 
ing action on it. Previously I had sub­ 
mitted the p lan to Senator Sp ooner, 
and he had given it his indorsement. 
“AJ1 those p etitions were shelved. 
The feeling aroused against the an­ 
archists died out in a few’ days, but an 
archy has been going on. growing bold 
er and bolder. A few’ days ago we 
were shocked at the bomb throwing it) 
Sp ain, and immediately following it 
two of the leading anarchists in this 
country 
came into 
Milwaukee and 
p reached their dangerous doctrines ab­ 
solutely undisturbed. The anarchists are 
allowed to go on p lotting murder—for 
anarchists are murderers p er se-while 
w e stand silently by. 
“We have reasonable evidence that 
there is an anarchistic p lot against 
President Roosevelt. 
We know there 
was one aguinst President McKinley, 
who was shot down by a discip le of 
this same Emma Goldman who comes 
to Milwaukee op enly and boldly, yet 
we take no step s to check the growing 
danger. 
“When the p olice cleaned out that 
hotbed of anarchy In New Jersey, wbat 
was done? The members of the hand 
were scattered aud sent out to sp read 
their dangerous doctrine in other p arts 
of the country. Some of them came to 
Wisconsin, and some went to other 
I states. 
Unless something is done to 
check the growth uf anarchy we shall 
i see a return to lynch law. 
It would 
not have taken much to have inflamed 
citizens with the lynching sp irit at the 
1 time of President McKinley’s assasal 
nation. 
’ 
“The adop tion of some p ractical p lan, 
then, is necessary. 
Unfortunately we 
do not hang for anarchy. 
There can 
be no p ossible objection, however, to 
p utting them nil on an Island together 
and let them work out their own sal 
vation or destruction. I am convinced 
that the p lan is a p ractical one. All It 
needs is some one to give It th© start.

Lava In the Ocean, 
This earth received w hat was proba­ 
bly its g reatest shaking in modem 
tim es when tho trem endous volcanic 
eruption of Krakatoa, in Sunda strait, 
occurred In 1883. A curions Incident of 
that tim e is recalled by a correspond­ 
ent who was a passeng er on a steam ­ 
ship on the voyag e betwreen Colombo 
and Albany, King Georg e’s sound, some 
1,500 or 2,000 miles south of the center 
of the disturbance. It w^as a beautiful 
nig ht, and shortly after dinner, when 
the deck was crowded with passeng ers, 
the lookout shouted, "B reakers ahead?* 
This was ln midoeean, with no shoal 
w ater nearer than the Australian coast, 
five or six days’ sail distant. 
The 
steam er was slowed down, and pres­ 
ently drifted into a mass of floating 
lav a and g reen slime. Bucketfuls were 
hauled on deck and strained throug h 
cloths. 
Nearly all nig ht the steamer 
forged ahead 
at half speed, with the 
floating scum grating against her sides, 
and in the morning , when clear water 
was reached, the sides of the ship be­ 
low the water line were bare of paint 
and burnished like steel.
